The $1,500,000 tax bond issue 


for a street paving program to 
"get Corsicana out of the mud" 
and close existing gaps in 
pavement was approved by 2,233 
votes to 1,287. Of the "for" votes, 
2,070 were cast by property 
owners and 163 by non-owners, 
while 1,242 owners and 45 non- 
owners were against better 
streets. This was Prop. No. 1 on 
the ballot. 


Prop. No. 3 ^on the ballot, the 


$150,000 tax bond issue for 
drainage and flood control, was 
approved by a vote of 2,131 (1,982 
owners and 149 non-owners) to 
1,351 against (1,297 owners and 54 
non-owners. 


There had been speculation on 


the part of the official city family 
that voters might go against a 
new municipal services com- 
plex—more familiarly known as 
1 (city 
hall' '—since

proposition was rejected in the 
last bond election in 1967, but 
citizens apparently were con- 
vinced the need is great to 
adequately house the many city 
service offices and personnel 
required to operate one of the 
largest "businesses" in Cor- 
sicana—the municipal govern- 
ment.

New Big City 
Class Routine: 
Armed Robbery 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mrs. 


Bennye Bowell's third graders 
were jotting down their home- 
work assignment when the slen- 
der young man entered the 
classroom. He walked slowly 
toward the teacher. One hand 
held a plastic bookbag; the oth- 
er was jammed in his jacket 
pocket. 


Mrs. Boswell looked up, ex- 


pecting an inquiry. There was 
none. "Please check in at the 
principal's office," she told the 
youth politely. His reply was 
calm but curt: 


"There are a lot of children 


in your class. Walk behind your 
desk and sit down. If you move 
I'll blow your brains out." 


Quickly, the man, who was 


about 20, dumped the books 
from the plastic bag, replaced 
them with the teacher's purse 
and fled. 


It was over in moments and 


the terrified Mrs. Boswell of 
Public School 161 in Harlem 
had become one of 15 teachers 
robbed during a two-week peri- 
od in i,,w York City schools 
last month. Most of the in- 
cidents happened in full view of 
school children; the takes 
ranged from $1 cash to $3,000 in 
jewelry. 


The sudden upsurge of rob- 


beries against teachers — two 
were reported in September — 
has provoked cries of outrage 
from city officials, 
teachers 


and parents alike and demands 
for intensified security in> the 
schools. 


"We 
were 
positively 


terrified," said a 27-year-old 
woman teacher, recalling how 
she and a colleague were rob- 
bed while they lunched in a 
classroom at another Manhat- 
tan school. "If there were a po- 
liceman around the school 
building all the time we would 
feel a lot better." 


The teachers are plainly ang- 


ry and calling for strong action. 
During a meeting at Richmond 
Hill High School in Queens, 
where a teacher fought off two 
teen-age robbers, one teacher 
drew cheers with a declaration 
it was time to "knock heads, 
make arrests, get rid of the 
garbage." 


They have been joined by 


their union, the United Feder- 
ation of Teachers. 


While high schools and junior 


highs now have a 400-man se- 
curity force, the system's 650 
primary schools generally have 
relied on makeshift security ar- 
rangements, 
with 
teachers, 


school aides and parent volun- 
teers — nearly all women — 
assigned to check in visitors, 
supervise lunchrooms and pa- 
trol entrances. 


In response, the school sys- 


tem has accelerated steps to 
hire and train 1,200 unarmed 
security aides, at a cost of $6 
million, for assignment mainly 
to elementary schools. 


School authorities also are se- 


riously considering the use of 
color-coded photo identification 
cards to help weed out intrud- 
ers, as well as the issuing to 
teachers of pocket-size silent 
alarm devices initially devel- 
oped for an experimental elec- 
tronic security system at a Sac- 
ramento, Calif., high school. 


The New York City school 


system has long been plagued 
by such incidents as corridor 
shakedowns, gang fights, rapes 
and knifings. And it is not 'the 
only major American city fac- 
ing the problem. But because of 
its size — 1.2 million pupils — 
its problems are perhaps more 
glaring. 


Board of Education files show 


that the total of "untoward in- 
cidents," as school 
officials 


prefer to call them, increased 
from 333 during the 1970 calen- 
dar year to 580 in 1971. Through 
September of this year, there 
were 642 reported incidents. 


Factors contributing to the 


apparent rise in school crime, 
school officials say, include wi- 
despread drug trafficking, a re- 
surgence of youth gangs, proli- 
feration of weapons — particu- 
larly handguns — among stu- 
dents, and lack of enough alter- 
nate facilities to handle un- 
motivated, uncooperative, po- 
tentially disruptive pupils. 


Also aggravating the situ- 


ation is a truancy rate of about 
60,000 students a day, with 
many incidents blamed on 
truants barging into other 
schools to victimize younger 
pupils. 


Officials 
in 
several 
other 


large cities indicated serious 
concern over school security, 
but said teachers had not been 
faced with classroom holdups 
comparable to the series in 
New York last month. 


In Philadelphia, Frank Sulli- 


van, the teachers union presi- 
dent, said: ''There have been 
instances of people coming in 
from the outside and either 
threatening 
or 
harming 
a 


teacher. But I don't recall rob- 
bery as a motive."
